Americans Flee Rioting In India Ruby And His

Troops Rushed 
To Steel Town

NEW DELHI, India (AP)- 


American workers 
and their 


families fled Sunday from a ten- 
sion spot in eastern India as 
thousands of government, troops 
rushed in to stamp out a wave 
of Hindu-Moslem rioting, raping 
and looting. 


Dozens of Indian army offi- 


cers had their leave canceled 
and hurried to join the troop 
convoys headed for a series of 
eastern cities. 


So far, 154 Indians have died 


in stone-throwing, clubbing and 
stabbing battles between Hindus 
and Moslems. 


29 Americans Evacuated 


Twenty-nine American nation- 


als were flown to Calcutta from 
the steel town of Rourkela in 
Orissa State, where the bloodi- 
est fighting broke out' 
after 


mobs attacked a trainload of 
Hindu refugees 
coming 
from 


Pakistan on Friday. They joined 
45 other Americans, 
who had 


been helping to build a new 
steel mill in Rourkela, and who 
were flown to Calcutta on Satur- 
day by the Indian air force. 


Reports reaching New Delhi 


said they had barricaded them- 
selves in a house when mobs 
ran wild through the streets.

Putting All The 
Sugar In One Bowl 


At a time when most nations are trying to 


diversify their products and thus broaden their 
economies, Fidel Castro is turning Cuba the 
other way. At Moscow's direction and with the 
help of Soviet machinery, he is diverting Cuba's 
rice fields to growing sugar cane. The idea is to 
make Cuba the sugar bowl of the communist 
world. 


The scheme evidently came out of Castro's 


visit to Moscow last January, when Khrushchev 
made a deal to buy all the sugar Cuba .produces 
at 6 cents a pound. That gives Russia a corner 
on a major source of supply, but what does it 
do for Cuba? 


Quite obviously, it increases Cuba's depend- 


ence on Moscow, leaving Cuba with only one 
other exportable product, tobacco. Worst of all 
from the Cuban people's point of view, it re- 
duces the harvest of rice, a staple of their meag- 
er diet. 


That's the kind of deal Russia's East Euro- 


pean satellites have been resisting for years. Ap- 
paranently recognizing the potential danger of 
Kremlin-directed specialization, 
countries 
like 


Romania and Poland have taken advantage of 
Moscow's split with Red China to win a some- 
what freer hand in running their own economies. 


Castro has made a few inept attempts at 


playing the Soviet Union and Red China against 
each other, but it's apparent he lacks leverage. 
As a result, Cuba under his misguidance con- 
tinues to stooge for Moscow.

Caribbean when Tom Mann, the 
new Assistant Secretary of State 
from Texas, decreed on behalf of

Kennedy, the State Department 
had 
withheld recognition for a 


time and at least went through 
the motions of discouraging mili- 
tary juntas and dictators. 


Under Johnson, according to

attempt at discouragement will be 
abandoned. 


The Chances Of A Final Sino-Soviet Break 


\Vhen the United States failed to back up the Free 


.Cubans at the Bay of Pigs, Charles de Gaulle, rightly 
or wrongly, drew two conclusions. The first was that 
Americans, though verbally committed to come to the 
aid of their friends by virtue of NATO in Europe and 
the Monroe Doctrine in the,western hemisphere, could 
not neccessarily be counted on in a pinch. The second 
conclusion, which followed from the first, was that a 
power vacuum threatened in Latin America. . 


It is this second conclusion that explains the de 


Gaulle appearance in Mexico. The de Gaulle tour may 
not produce very much, for the Mexicans are quite 
competent to take care of themselves in their relations 
with foreign powers. But when de Gaulle stood up in 
French Army uniform beside President Lopez Mateos 
of Mexico, it stirred old diplomatic hands to an ironic 
reminder. No important French official had appeared 
in Mexico in army uniform for important state pur- 
poses since Marshal Francois Bazaine skedaddled out 
of the place a hundred years ago after the collapse of 
Emperor Louis Napoleon's dream of filling the Latin 
American power vacuum of 1861-65. 


In that time of the American Civil War, the 


American President, Abraham Lincoln, had much 
less power to protect the western hemisphere than 
the U. S. has now. He would have had lo take a 
Bay of Pigs if it had been presented to him. Unable 
to act, Lincoln merely brooded when the Emperor 
of the French sent Maximilian, the unemployed 
brother of the Hapsburg Emperor of Austria, to sit 
on a newly created throne in Mexico. Nevertheless, 
Lincoln was not in the habit of taking things lying 
down. 


When someone asked him "how about the French 


army in Mexico?" Lincoln spoke his mind. "I'm not 
exactly 'skeered,' " he said, "but 1 don't like the looks 
of the thing. Napolean has taken advantage of our 
weakness in our time of trouble, and has attempted to 
found a monarchy on the soil of Mexico in utter dis- 
regard of the Monroe Doctrine. My policy is, attend 
to only one trouble at a time. If we get well out of our 
present difficulties and restore the Union, I propose to 
notify Lousi Napoleon that it is about time to take his 
army out of Mexico. When that army is gone, the 
Mexicans will take care of Maximilian." 


The Civil War continued xvhile Lincoln still brooded 


about the power vacuum in tropical America. Always 
creative. Lincoln let an emissary, F. B. Blair, make a 
visit behind the lines to the Confederate President Jef- 
ferson Davis. Blair's proposition to Davis was to call 
off the Civil War, put both the northern and southern 
troops under the command of Jeff Davis himself, and 
then turn the combined forces loose to throw Maximi- 
lian and his beautiful Empress Carlotta off the thrones 
of Mexico. The Blair mission failed, but after the Civil 
Was was over the French took the hint and departed 
from this hemisphere. 


Our ancestors of a hundred years ago. if they 


are now looking down upon us. must be amazed to 
see Khrushchev repeating the adventure of Louis 
Napoleon on the soil of present-day Cuba. And they 
must be equally amazed to see a modern French 
leader, Charles de Gaulle, concluding that Khrush- 


I) 
chcv can get away with it where the Emperor 


* 
Louis Napoleon failed. 


It is not necessarily written in the stars that de 


Gaulle's conclusion is correct. The U. S. may be up to 
its neck in troubles, but Ihey are nothing so bad as a 
civil war. The story is that when Ihe Cuban missile 
crisis was upon him. President Kennedy kept a card on 
his desk labelled "Berlin." He did not at the time have 
the information that Russia could not count on feeding 
itself in a war. Now that we have that information, we 
might do something to revive the spirit of Lincoln.

where I had seen that veiled, half-suspicious, half 
don't-monkey-with-me look that greeted certain ques- 
tions.

Red China was used during the 
Korean War — as a sanctuary. 
United Nations pilots were prevent- 
ed from pursuing their air ene- 
mies across the Yalu River and 
were barred from bombing 'roop 
concentrations and military in- 
stallations there. 


Apparently this soeculation was 


well-founded at ths time, but the 
ultimate decision was to keep the 
war confined to its present aioa 
with one important addition. The 
U. S. has decided to provide the 
Viet Namese with heavier guns 
and military equipment.

have had enough of pretending to 
be patient with the Chinese, as 
will he proven when the Suslov 
diatribe is publicly released. And 
this loss of patience can hardly 
fail to lead to a break in Sino- 
Soviel party relations, and maybe 
in sfate relations as well. 


In itself, this will be a new de- 


velopment of true world mean- 
ing, comparable indeed to the 
split between the Eastern and 
Western churches that divided 
Rome and Constantinople. One 
more fact may be added, al- 
thought its meaning is less clear. 
Important 
Soviet troop 
move- 


ments toward the Chinese fron- 
tier are now confirmed as having 
occurred before the new year. 


Absolute confirmation is lack- 


ing, but this Soviet troop move- 
ment has reportedly continued 
through the winter. Maybe this 
has something to do with Mao's 
astonishing comparison of Khrush- 
chev with Hitler.

Venezuelans. 


Ambassador Stevenson sent this 


advice to the State Department 
and would have been delighted 
to go to Venezuela as a delegate 
himself. He was in the Caribbean 
anyway. However. Assistant Sec- 
retary Mann did not bother to ap- 
point him.

step in to bolster the personnel of 
the U. S. delegation, but by that 
time it was loo late.

The man had come a long way. 


He looked it. His lean face wore 
the fixed smile of fatigue. He 
drove the jungle roads out of 
San Juan in the listless manner 
of one who is neither awake nor 
asleep.

His squinted eyes mirrored the

Mr. Murray is a movie star. 


He is different. On his shoulders, 
he carries Christianity and mer- 
cy. He starred in "The Hoodlum 
Priest." He seems to feel that 
money is less important than 
mission. He belongs to the Church 
of the Brethren, a sect which 
helps refugees. 


He arrived in Castaner in the 


afternoon and found the hospital. 
It looked like a motel with a 
hundred beds, a handful of doc- 
tors, a dozen nurses and nurses' 
aides, a cube of sugar in a bowl 
of spinach. Don Murray got out of 
the car, walked in, and asked to 
see Nathan Leopold. 


His man was in the laboratory. 


Mr. Leopold was leaning over a 
microscope, 
looking 
for 
hook- 


worms. He was short and dark, 
a man with a receding hairline, 
poached eyes, and the cautious 
speech of the loser. He shook 
hands with Murray, removed his 
mask, and took him to a commis- 
sary for coffee. He does not like 
to take time off from his work, 
which is saving lives. 


This is ironic. Leopold is a 


murderer. In 1934, he and a young 
man named Locb killed a school 
child. Bobbie Franks. The crime 
was pointless. Loeb and Leopold 
wanted 
merely 
lo 
prove how 


smart they were. They were tried 
in Cook County, Illinois, and it 
required the services of that lion 
of the law, Clarence Darrow, lo 
keep them from the electric chair. 
They got life, plus 99 years. 


Both boys came from rich mer- 


cantile families. Shame was so 
strong in both groups that they 
practically r e t i r e d 
from 
the 


world. In the Leopold home, an 
empty dining room chair was 
placed at the lable every night 
for years to remind everyone of 
the horror of the crime. 


Loeb was homosexual, and was 


slabbed to death in prison. Leo- 
pold swam lazily Ihrough prison 
life for ten years, and then met 
a priest who gave him a new set 
of values. The young man with 
the big mentality began to use 
it to help others. He volunteered 
for disease experiments, studied 
clinical 
laboratory 
technology, 


and began to save lives to alone 
for Ihe one he had taken. 


He has long since paid. Leopold 


has been out of prison since 
1958. Over coffee, the two men 
talked. Leopold buried himself 
in Castaner to work in the little 
hospital and help to find a cure 
for the native hookworm. He felt 
thai nothing mattered except his 
work, his atonement, the cleans- 
ing of bloody hands with acts of 
mercy. 


Three years ago, he fell in love 


with an American widow. She 
had a flower shop in Sanlurce. 
Nalhan Leopold feared lo tasle 
happiness. But, by the time Don

arrived, 
the 
one-time 


murderer 
had 
completed 
nig 


memoirs, entitled "Life Plus 99 
Years." Murray 
read 
it, and 


wanted more than ever to make 
a motion picture of it. 


His motive is simple. Murray is 


opposed 
lo capital punishment 


and he can't find a more elo- 
quent 
argument, than Leopold. 


He wants lo write il, produce it, 
and star in it. When Ihe pic- 
ture is made, no one can say 
lhat Murray and Leopold did not 
work hard on it, because they 
spent every day from 1 p. m. 
until 7 p. m. discussing the past, 
and Ihe present. 


Locating Leopold's good works 


was not easy. To complete the 
record, Don Murray interviewed 
citizens and doctors of Castaner 
and Santurce. One of the small 
things was a little girl who al- 
ways hald a handkerchief to her 
face. She was hiding a hare-lip, 
so thai other children w o u l d 
stop making fun of her. Nathan 
Leopold arranged for the opera- 
tion, and paid for it out of his 
small hospital salary. A woman 
from a slum area had io have 
most of a small 
intestine re- 


moved, but had no money. Leo- 
pold arranged it. 


He also found 24 Puerto Rican 


students who had promise. He 
sent 
t h e m 
Ihrough 
medical 


school. Once he was walking at 
night on a jungle road. A wom- 
an had fallen. He found her, and 
discovered 
thai, 
while walking 


to a hospital, she /had given birlh 
to a tiny boy. 


The woman had a ruptured 


ulerus and was bleeding to death. 
Leopold 
somehow managed 
to 


save both molher and i n f a n t . 
Perhaps on that night, he squared 
accounts with Bobbie Franks. Don 
Murray asked why he docs good 
acts now instead of bad ones. 


"Selfish, I guess," said the dark 


man. "You do something good, 
and there is an inner satisfac- 
tion that goes with it. My aunt 
Bessie used lo say: 'You can't 
squirt perfume on snmoont- with- 
out getting some on yourself.'"
